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Jury Returns Guilty Verdict

After deliberating for 20 minutes 
the jury returned a verdict of guilty 
of escape in the second degree Wed- 
nesday for Donald Ray Ard. Judge 
Terry Butts sentenced Ard to 10 years 
in the state penitentiary. 


At the time of the alieged escape 
Ard was being held in the Coffee 
County Jail under a warrant for the 
murder of Sgt. Jimmy Tucker of Ft. 
Rucker on Jan. 24, 1981. 

Ard represented himself in the 
escape trial, with some advice from his 


court appointed Mark 
Vaughan. 

First to testify in the case was 
Ricky Christian, chief jailer at the time 
of the alleged escape on March 10, 
1981. 

He testified that Ard had been 
removed from his cell and sent to a 
locked room with several other inmates, 
who were ail being allowed to make 
telephone calls, 

Christian was alerted by shouts that 
someone was escaping, and ran out to 
see Ard cross a fence and go over 
the side of the levee surrounding 
Elba, he said.

Jr. High Football is Begun 


Elba City School Superintendent 
John Osburn told school board mem- 
bers during last Thursday's meeting 
that the high school will have a junior 
football program this year. 

For'several weeks there had been 
disagreements between the school 
board and the athletic department about 
the status of a junior high school team. 

“Elba High School is going to play 
eighth and ninth grade junior high 
football, as of today,’ Osburn stated. 

Mike Carnley, a vocational teacher 
at the high school, is being paid a 
supplemental salary to coach the boys. 
City Recreation Director Dennis Smith 
is also working with the program on a 
voluntary basis. 

According to Osburn, approximately 
40 youths gathered last Thursday for 
the team's organizational meeting. 

In other business, Osburn reported 
that the total enrollment for the city 
schools is 1,432 students. After the 
opening days of school, the enrollment 
figures for most of the grades were 


Elba Budget 
Comparison 


Results Told

The results of the recent 10-month 
budget comparison of the City of 
Elba indicate that Elba will have 
an excess of funds at the end of 
this fiscal year. 

Income for the 10-month period 
exceeded the budgeted amount by 
$87,905.30, and the grand total of 
expenditures was $1,742.96 less than 
budgeted for the same period. 

The excess money will be carried 
over to the next fiscal year, according 
to Mayor Bob English, This will help 
keep us from having to raise taxes 
or service rates next year, he said. 

A more detailed look at the budget 
comparison shows that privilege 
licenses, or business licenses, brought 
in $13,323.80 more than expected. 
This was due to better enforcement 
on the part of the license inspector 
this year, said Jack Prescott, Elba 
City Clerk. 

Another unexpected influx of money 
came from extra grants from the Elba 
Water and Electric Board, which had 
excess funds on_ reserve _ in 
Montgomery. Also, $20,000 was earned 
from interest on investments, Mayor 
English said. 

City officials were disappointed 
with income from sales tax, which was 
down by $30,000 over the 10-month 
period. 

Police department expenditures ex- 
ceeded the budgeted amount by 
$3,891.56. Much of this is accounted 
for by the purchase of new uni- 
forms for everyone on the Elba police 
force. ‘‘The old uniforms were getting 
pretty shabby,’’ said Prescott. 

In the fire. department, only 
$465.02 was spent for supplies, where- 
as $2,500.00 was budgeted for this 
category. Mr. Prescott explained that 
a great deal of this amount was 
budgeted for the purchase of 1,000 
feet of fire hose, which has not yet 
been purchased. 

Other expenditures that were not. 
allowed for in the budget, according 
to Mayor English, include: the building 
of a new airport hangar; reroofing 
of the old city hall; purchase of the 
Masons’ half interest in the old city 
hall; construction of a go-kart race 
track; money given to the high school 
for the purchase of new desks for 
the additional rooms; and purchase of 
40 acres of land for a new recreation 
complex. 

Mayor English gave much of the 
credit for the well-balanced budget to 
the city department heads. They have 
done a good job of keeping down 
expenditures in their own departments, 
he said.

Osburn received the board's permis- 
sion to consolidate the purchasing of 
paper towels, toilet tissue, mimeograph 
paper, and yarioiis other paper stipplies 
at the three schools, Osburn said by 
centralizing the purchasing and letting 
bids on the products, the school system 
can probably save money.

Elba Council Opposes 
Closing of Local Depot 


The Elba City Council met Tuesday 
night and business was routine. Coun- 
cilman Charles Kennett was absent and 
reportedly out of town. 

The city received reports from the 
police chief and city engineer. Neither 
reported any surprises. 


Bids were opened on some paving 
repair work at the Elba airport and low 
bidder was S & C Paving of Elba. They 
bid $22,102.80, which was $1750 lower 
than the next bidder. The low bid was 
accepted on the condition that Dorsey 
Trailers would still pay half the cost of 
the repairs as they had previously 
committed to do. 


Fire Chief Lloyd Driggers requested 
1,000 feet of 22"’ fire hose for the three 
main fire trucks. The council voted to 
buy 500 feet at 1.95 a foot and buy 
additional hose as soon as possible. 
Driggers said the department could 
safely fight fires with this amount. 


The council agreed to remove the 


remaining parking meter posts around 
the square.

A resolution opposing the removal of 
the railroad depot was approved by the 
council. Mayor Engiish noted he had 
asked the company months ago for a 
written commitment that the railroad

years if Elba didn’t oppose the change, 
but the firm had refused. 


Pete Dorsey was appointed to the 
hospital board for the unexpired term of 
George Collier who resigned because he 
is moving to Montgomery. The council 
yoted to send Collier a letter of thanks 
for his contributions to the hospital 
board, 

Monthly bills of $15,277.22 were 
approved for payment. 


The council adopted a budget of 
$1,135,121 for the coming year. The 
amount is *‘a couple hundred thousand 
above last year’s budget,”’ but is tight, 
according to city officials. Copies will 
be released as soon as it is typed into 
final form.

Not to Get 


The Elba Housing Authority voted 
unanimously last weeR not to act as an 
agent in floating tax-free bonds for a 
proposed apartment complex in Elba, 
The decision for the board not to involve 
itself in the project came after severa! 
weeks of complaints by local citizens 
opposed to the complex. 


More than a year ago, Enterprise 
real estate developers Ross and Marvin 
Cotter began plans for a 30-unit 
apartment complex to be built on Hwy. 
84 west in Elba near the site of the Little 
Beaver convenience store. According to 
the Cotters, they began discussing the 
apartments in Elba after officials from 
Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) determined there was a need for 
additional housing in the city. 

The apartments are to be built with 
government loans under the guidelines 
of Section 8 housing. Under this plan, 
the amount of rent which a tenant pays 
is based on his or her income, with the 
federal government picking up the tab 
for the remainder of the monthly rent 
bill. 


Residents of the Clark Subdivision 
which adjoins property where the 
apartments are to be built, were 
opposed to the local housing authority 
acting as an agent in floating bonds to 
finance the complex. According to 
several of the residents, they believe 
the project is going to become a 
“housing project’’ instead of a luxur- 
ious ‘apartment complex’’, therefore 
causing the values of their own property 
to decline drastically. 


“We're strongly against it since we 
found out it’s going to be a government 
subsidized apartment complex. I’m 
asking you not to float the bonds. Put 
yourselves and your homes next to 
these apartments. Then how would you 
vote?"’ Everett Kelley told the housing 
authority board members. 


Kelley said his property is not close 
enough for the apartments to have an 
adverse effect on him, but he was 
speaking on behalf of his two brothers, 
whose land adjoins the four acres of the 
complex site. 


The Cotters said government funds 
are available to them to finance the 
project by taking either of two routes-- 
(1)Using the Elba Housing Authority as 
a bonding agent, which would allow the 
housing authority input into the man- 
agement and upkeep of the apartments; 
or (2)Using tandem government funds, 
which would allow local housing offi- 
cidis authority over the complex. 


Involved 


Residents opposing the develop- 
ment said they did not want the 
apartments under any circumstances, 
but if there was no way to stop 
construction, they had rather the city 
officials not be involved in any way. 


Acting on a motion’ by William 
Scarbrough that the housing authority 
not float the tax-free bonds, members 
Paul Morrow, John Shipman, Alvie 
Galimore, and Maxie Bruce voted not to 
participate in the project. 


According to Kelley, the Cotters 
contacted his brother, Hollis Kelley, 
several months ago and discussed the 
project with him. Since his property is 
next to the proposed site, they asked to 
use some of his land for a street. Kelley 
said his brother later deeded a piece of 
land to the city to be used for a street at 
the complex. 


“He wasn't aware that these were to 
be government subsidized apartments. 
He was led to believe that they (the 
Cotters) were just going to apply for a 
government loan,"’ Kelley added. 


‘When you painted the picture that 
it would be $300-400 a month rent, 
Hollis said he made the statement to 
you that anyone who could afford that 
type rent would have to be hardworking 
and fine, upstanding citizens,’’ Kelley 
told the Cotters during the meeting. 

Ross Cotter replied that Kelley must 
have misunderstood them, because they 
told him there would be government 
assistance. 


The Cotters said even though the 
housing authority did not agree to float 
the bonds, they will still be able to 
obtain the government money. They 
also stated that the complex will be built 
despite the objections of nearby resi- 
dents. Ross Cotter said they have 
already invested approximately $40,000 
in atchitects’ and mortgage fees and 
$1,009 for a building permit which was 
issued last week. 


‘We will build the project even if we 
haye to use conventional funds,"’ he 
Stated. 

According to the developers, the 
30-unit complex will consist of 10 
townhouses and 20 garden-style apart- 
ments, with one, two, and three 
bedrooms. Even though the base rent 
will be $300-400 a month, the actual cost 
to the tenant will be determined by his 
income. A similar formula is used in 
calculating the rent at housing projects, 
but the Cotters said this apartment 
complex will set the minimum income at 
a 20 percent higher level than used. in 
the housing projects.

McKeown and two Elba physicians 
who examined Magwood testified that 
in their opinions the defendant was sane 
at the time of the shooting. However, 
Dr. William H. Rudder, a psychiatrist 
on staff at Searcy Mental Hospital, 
stated in a deposition that was read 
aloud in the courtroom that the 29-year- 
old Magwood suffered from paranoid 
schizophrenia and was unable at the 
time of Grantham’s murder to dis- 
tinguish between right and wrong.

FOR DIABETICS 

Home Agent Sara 
Hutchinson, in cooperation 
with the Coffee County 
Health Department, has 
arranged a Diabetic Seminar 
for known diabetics.

GRAIN SEED 

One or two farmers have 
told me they have a good 
supply of oats and wheat for 
sale. All these seeds have 
been tested for germination. 
Some of them have been 
cleaned and bagged and are 
ready for sale. 

A lot of rye, wheat and 
oats will be planted in the 
next few weeks. If you have 
some wheat, rye, oats or 
other seed for sale, or if you 
need seed, get in touch with 
me at the office and I will try 
to put you in touch with 
people who can help you. 


WHITE MOLD 

I have noticed a lot of 
white mold in the past 10 
days on peanuts. In fact, on 


healthy looking peanuts, I 
have parted the leaves and 
found white mold at the base 
of the plants. 

Alabama and Georgia 
peanut specialists say that 
unless your infestation is 
greater than 10 percent, 
don’t harvest early. If you 
have white mold and you 
harvest too early, you're 
going to lose both pounds of 
peanuts and grade. In many 
cases, peanuts can gain 200 
to 300 pounds in weight the 
last 20 to 14 days before 
harvest plus several points in 
grade. 

One way to determine the 
approximate percentage of 
your white mold infestation 
is to step off three or four 
rows over the entire field and 
count the number of white 
mold hits. For example, if 
you step off 100 feet and find 
that you have two hits, that 
will be a 2 percent Joss. If you 
find 10 hits, that is 
equivalent to a 10 percent 
loss. Do this in several 
places to get an accurage 
estimate of the damage. 


RESPONSIBILITY 

Roy Shoffner, publisher 
of The Enterprise Ledger, 
had an excellent editorial on 
tractor and vehicle safety a 
few days ago. Even though a 
farmer is driving a tractor or 
peanut trailer that does not 
have directional signals, the 
responsibility for safety is on 
everyone -- the driver of the 
tractor and drivers of 
vehicles, 

After having a head-on 
collision about a year ago, I 
am much more aware of 
driving defensively. For 
example, if I see a car 
stopped at an intersection or 
side road, 1 have trained 
myself to expect that car to 
drive out in front of me. I 


expect vehicles to stop 
suddenly in front of me. I 
expect vehicics to hi me 
from the rear. The point is, 
that if you realize all the 
thines that can go wrong. 
you will be much more alert 
and perhaps be able to avoid 
an accident. 


AZALEA DATANTA 

Have you noticed some 
colorful worms eating lez -es 
on your azaleas? If you have, 
it is most likely the azalea 
datanta. This worm becomes 
active on azaleas about this 
time every year. Unless you 
go and look at your azaleas, 
you wouldn't know they are 
out there. So watch them 
closely over the next 30 days. 
Either Sevin, Spectracide or 
Diazinon should control this 
worm. 

Incidentally, we have had 
only isolated cases of army 
worms in lawns. The recent 
rains may discourage large 
numbers. of these worms 
developing, but keep a close 
watch on your lawn. If your 
neighbor reports worms and 
you see worms move into 
your lawn, go ahead and 
spray with any of the 
materials listed above. 


LAWN FERTILIZATION 

Most lawns do not need 
fertilizing now. The excep- 
tion would be those lawns 
which have been established 
this summer. it will be 
alright to go ahead and 
fertilize throughout the 
month of September. 

Adding fertilizer _to 
Centipede, St. Augustine, 
Bermuda and Zoysia lawns at 
this time of year will cause 
renewed growth, and most 
lawn experts discourage fer- 
tilization, especially with 
Nitrogen.

State police officers who

forest management. 

The old  un-managed 
forest with its dense shade 
and decaying timbers 
is largely without wildlife. 
Without space and light on 
the floor of the forest, plants 
used as food and cover by 
most wildlife species can not 
grow. Good forest manage- 
ment provides conditions fa- 
vorable to the development 
of these plants. 

Wildlife must have food, 
cover, water and freedom 
from excessive disturbances. 
The managed forest provides 
each of these in abundance. 
It is true that certain forest 
management practices may 
favor certain species of ani- 
mal and birdlife. However, 
small plants, shrubs and 
sprouts, vines and bushes 
thrive in the open areas 
created by forest cuttings. 
These plants provide the 
basic needs of many of our 
Alabama wildlife species. 

In the years ahead, the 
development of our forests 
for other uses will become 
more important. Yet, grow- 


ing trees will remain of 
primary importance. This 
does not exclude wildlife 


though because good forest 
management is generally 
good wildlife management.

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Texas Geologists Find Valuable 
Coal Reserves In Coffee County

Many Coffee Countians 
have probably noticed strips 
of neon pink plastic tied 
around trees and wooden 
stakes throughout many 
areas of the county. These 
strips, which are predomi- 
nantly in the northern area of 
the county, are used by 
Phillips Coal Company to 
mark potential drilling sites. 


For the past 10 months, 
Phillips has stationed teams 
of geologists in Pike, Cren- 
shaw, and Coffee counties to 
conduct a series of mineral 
drilling projects. Using the 
information gathered from 
these shallow holes, the com- 
pany officials will study the 
feasibility of mining lignite 
coal in the area. 

Lignite is a low-ranking

According to 
geologists with the Phillips 
Company, lignite has proven 
to be an excellent boiler fuel 
in electric power plants in 
Texas where approximately 
30 million tons of the coal 
were mined last year. 

A report published by the 
Geological Survey of Ala- 
bama in 1973 indicates that 
more than 2.5 billion tons of 
mineable lignite is located in 
south Alabama, with ap- 
proximately 200 million tons 
in Coffee, Pike, and Cren- 
shaw counties. 

In selecting the drilling 
sites, Phillips used maps and 
data also compiled by the 
Geological Survey. Phillips 
Coal Company is a subsidiary 
of Phillips Petroleum Com- 
pany, and its home offices

are located in Dallas, TX. 

According to geologists 
working with the project, 
actual mining of any coal in 
this area is still several years 
away. If results of their 
studies are favorable and a 
market for the lignite exists, 
Phillips will then conduct 
environmental studies, de- 
velop mining and land recla- 
mation plans, and apply for 
surface mining permits. A 
spokesman for Phillips esti- 
mated this process would 
take until the mid to late 
1980s to complete. 

Currently, crews of geo- 
logists, along with privately 
contracted firms from Okla- 
homa and Arkansas which 
conduct the drilling and 
probes, are canvassing the 
northern edge of Coffee 
County in search of mineable 
lignite beds. 


approximately 30 feet. Crews of geologists have been in 
Coffee, Pike, and Crenshaw counties for the past 10 months 


drilling for lignite beds. 


Once a site is selected the 
drilling crew begins its job of 
drilling a hole through layers 
of clay, sand, and silt until 
the lignite zone is reached. 
Then a long rod is dropped 
into the hole and a core 
sample of the lignite is 
extracted, During some drills 
the coal is found near the 
surface, while at other sites it 
may be at a depth of 30 feet 
or more. 

Pieces of the core are 
examined by the geologists 
and excess moisture is 
Squeezed from the lignite. 
The samples are then pack- 
aged and sent to Texas for 
further analyzing. 

The physical appearance 
of lignite is determined by its 
moisture content. Generally, 
samples containing consid- 
erable moisture are dark 
brown or biack, while drier

When the drilling is com- 
pleted a probing crew then 
begins work at the site. By 
dropping a probe into the 
hole, the geologists can de- 
termine what layers of rock 
are between the ground sur- 
face and coal zone and the 
depths of these layers. Pro- 
perties of the rock layers, as 
well as information on the 
coal existing in that particu- 


lar hole are geophysically 
logged by the probing 
instruments. 


Once the probe is com- 
plete, cement is poured into 
the hole to close it up. This is 
done to prevent contamina- 
tion of underground water 
supplies. 
underground water supplies. 

It normally takes about 
two hours to complete a drill, 
the probe, and closing of the 
hole. In areas where there 
are large quantities of lig- 
nite, the drilling time is 
longer. 

Landowner's permission 
is obtained before the crews 
go on the land to drill and 
drilling rights are bought by 
Phillips. Several landowners 
in the northern area of the 
county where the coal is most 
abundant have reported re- 
ceiving large sums of money 
for drilling rights. 

The extracted samples 
are not all pure coal, but are 
laced with sand, sulfur, and 
usually contain 50 percent or 
more moisture. The high 
moisture content makes lig- 
nite difficult to handle during 
shipment. Also, once the 
lignite begins drying, it has a 
tendency to spontaneously 
ignite. 

Since there are problems 
with shipping raw lignite, 
Coffee County and other 
south Alabama counties with 
large reserves of the coal are 
likely to receive even greater 
benefits from the fossil fuel. 

Transporting the lignite 
would mean stockpiling at its 
destination where spontan- 
eous combustion would be- 
come an even greater prob- 
lem. Therefore, according to 
a report published by 
Thomas W. Daniel Jr. for the 
Geological Survey of Ala- 
bama, it is unlikely that 
shipments of lignite will be 
made over long distances.

Probably, any lignite mined 
within the next few years in 
Alabama will be hauled only 
short distances to processing 
plants. This could mean ad- 
ditional industrial develop- 
ment for Coffee and neigh- 
boring counties. 

The lignite reserve in this 
area is part of the Oak Hill 
member of what geologists 
call the Naheola Foundation. 
The lignite occurs in isolated 
areas in southeast Alabama 
and then runs westward ac- 
ross the southern region and 
extends up to Sumter 
County. In the western seg- 
ment of the Oak Hill bed, the 
coal extends over an area 75 
miles long with the maxi- 
mum width only five miles.

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However, in the eastern Seg- 
ment, the beds are very 
irregular and do not occur in 
any particular pattern. 
According to the defini- 
tion listed by Thomas in his 
report, lignite is ‘‘essentially 
a rock or sedimentary min- 
eral fuel of organic origin, 
consisting of carbonanceous 
(rich in carbon) residue de- 
rived from a natural accumu- 
lation of vegetable matter 
that was decayed under wa- 


ter and consolidated by 
compaction.”’ 
When burned, lignite 


produces a long smoky flame 
and provides less heat than 
higher-ranking coal. It also 
gives off an unpleasant odor 
due to its sulfur content, 


which is usually about four 
percent. Therefore, before 
lignite can be used commer- 
cially the sulfur must be 
removed before or during the 
process to prevent air pollu- 
tion problems. 

In addition to being used 
as a fuel source, lignite is 
used to make activated 
carbon, which is used in most 
chemical process applica- 
tions and in the manufactur- 
ing of sugar, beverages, 
foods and edible oils.

was Short-lived when the 
Cats’ Terry Goodson broke 
through the offensive line 
two plays later and slammed 
into Maddox as he was 
attempting to pass. As the 
ball roiled toward the side- 
lines New Brockton 
managed to retain posses- 
sion but suffered a 12-yard 
loss and was forced to punt 
on fourth-and-21. 

On first and 10 at their 


own 37, Ariton moved the 
ball three yards before 
Clarke Whittaker stopped 
the runner. A run by Leo 
Jolly off right tackle 
advanced the ball to the 


Gamecock's 48 and resulted 
in a Purple Cats first down. 
Whittaker and Joe Godwin 
were able to keep the offense 
contained and forced a punt. 
Chris Stevens booted the ball 
40 yards before it rolled into 
the endzone for a touchback. 

After a 15-yard penalty 
for blocking below the waist 
on the preceding kickoff, 
New Brockton went to the air 
only to have Ariton haul in an 
interception at the 26-yard 
liee 

On first down, Downing 
kept for two yards with 
Godwin and Larry Parker 
bringing him down. Jolly 
moved the ball to the 20 on 
second down, but was 
stopped short of a first by 
Godwin and Whittaker. On 
fourth and three Stevens’ 
35-yard field goal lit the 
scoreboard and Ariton led 
the game 3-0 with 2:02 
remaining in the first 
quarter. 

Sipper took the kickoff at 
the five and brought it out to 
the 14 for New Brockion. The 
Gamecocks managed to pick 
up only two yards on the 
following three plays, and 
were forced into a punting 


Situation. But with Sipper 
back to punt, the snap went 
over his head into the 
endzone for two points as the 
buzzer sounded ending first 
quarter, With Ariton ahead 


5-0, the score remained 
unchanged the rest of the 
night. 

New Brockton was 


awarded a free kick from the 
20-yard line, and Ronnie 
Stinson fielded it at the 44 for 
the Purple Cats. On the first 
down, a _ pitchback to 
McLaughlin was fumbied at 
the mid-field mark, but 
Ariton maintained posses- 
sion. Unable to gain a first, 
Ariton punted and the 
Gamecocks took over on their 
own 9. 

Ariton threatened to 
score again early in the 
second quarter when 
Pearson returned a punt to 
the Gamecocks’ 39, But 
three plays later the ball was 
turned over to New Brockton 
when Burrows recovered a 
loose ball. 

The home squad was 
unable to pick up a first and 
found themselves punting. 
Brockton got another break 
when Ariton fumbled the 
punt at mid-field, but failed 
to edge their way into the 
opponents’ territory. They 
turned the ball back over to 
Ariton when Ronnie Stinson 
intercepted a Maddox pass 
and returned it to the 38. 

Again Ariton headed 
toward paydirt, but was 
Stalled at the 4 by the 
defensive efforts of Parker, 
Hagean, Maxie Whittaker 
and Ronnie Gilley. A field- 
goal attempt was no good 
and the score stood 5-0 at the 
half. 

On their first possession 
of the final stanza, Ariton 
reached the 15, but the effort 
was stopped cold .

BULLDOGS BITE 
SAMSON 20-0

The Brantley Bulldogs’ 
**Big Green Machine”’ rolied 
to its second straight victory 
last week by pounding the 
Samson Tigers 20-0 in 
Brantley. The win upped 
Brantley’s record to 2-0, 
while the loss left Samson 
with an 0-1 slate. 

Neither team could move 
on its initial possession of the 
game, but the Bulldogs 
Started at midfield on their 
second series and drove Sl 
yards on 11 running plays to 
grab a 7-0 lead. Fullback 
Ricky Hall ground out 32 
yards during the march and 
scored on a l-yard plunge 
with 1:06 left in the opening 
stanza. Jimmy Tisdale 
booted the extra point to 
make the score 7-0 and the 
Dogs were on top to stay! 

Samson began a drive 
midway through the second 
quarter and moved all the 
way to the Brantley 38-yard 
line, but were forced to the 
air on a third-down play, and 
the Bulldogs’ Todd Johnson 
made an interception at the 
7-yard line, stopping the 
threat. Brantley’s Mark Hill 
picked off a Tiger pass late in 
the half at the 20-yard line to 
halt another Samson threat 
and at the half Brantley went 
in clinging to a slim 7-0 lead. 

Samson pulled off a

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Successful onsides kick to 
open the second half and 
moved to the Brantley 
30-yard line, only to be 
stopped again by the Bulldog 
defense when Rickey Beck 
pounced on a fumbie! The 1A 
rivals swapped punts on their 
next possessions and then 
Brantley lost the bail on a 
turnover as the third quarter 
ended with the Dogs still on 
top 7-0. 

Brantley’s second score 
came early in the final stanza 
when Ricky Hall scored on a 
7-yard run. The tally cli- 
maxed a 62-yard drive that 
was highlighted by the 
passing of quarterback Tony 
Chandler. Chandler had a 
28-yard pass to Mark Hill 
and a 23-yard toss to Dwight 
Pitts which sparked the drive 
goalward. Tisdale's extra 
point was again good, giving 
Brantley a 14-0 ijead with 
10:20 left in the game. 

Samson's Chris Hornsby 
took the ensuing kick and 
returned it 60 yards to the 
Brantley 35, where Ronald 
Dorsey made a touchdown- 
saving tackle. The Bulidog 
defense again stopped the

Tigers cold, and following a 
punt, the Brantley offense 
took over on their own S-yard 
line. A penalty left the Dogs 
97'4 yards from paydirt, but 
the ‘Green Machine’’ got 
cranked up and covered the 
distance in 12 plays, all on 
the ground! 

Dewayne Pitts gained 51 
yards on the long march on 
6 carries, while Andrew 
Bennett notched the touch- 
down on a 15-yard scamper. 
The p.a.t. was wide, but with 
only 2:29 left in the game, 
Brantley had the win on ice, 
leading 20-0. Samson made a 
pair of first downs following 
the ensuing kick, but time 
ran out, with Brantley 
winning 20-0. 

Dewayne Pitts gained 86 
yards in 15 carries to lead 
Brantley, while Ricky Hall 
aced 79 yards in 16 carries, 
and Andrew Bennett had 52 
yards in 7 carries.

The Kinston Bulldogs 
and the Zion Chapel Rebels 
did battle this past Friday 
night in Jack, Alabama, and 
the Bulldog victory left both 
teams with 1-1 records for 
the season. Kinston com- 
bined a big play offense with 
a stingy defense to claim this 
big victory by the score of 
21-15. 

The game opened with 
the Bulldogs receiving the 
ball and putting it in play at 
their own 37-yard line. Three 
plays from scrimmage and 
one 15-yard penalty later, 
Kinston punted to the 
Rebels. Zion Chapel started 
their first drive in excellent 
field position on the Bulldog 
3S-yard line, but Greg Davis 
fumbled the first snap from 
center and Scotty Weeks fell 
on it for Kinston. 

On the first play, how- 
ever, Darren Smith was 
intercepted by David 
Sanders who returned the 
ball 7 yards to the Bulldog 
33-yard line. The Rebels 
were, faced with a fourth and 
16 situation from the 39-yard 
line when a Davis pass fell 
incomplete, giving Kinston 
the bail. Travis Holley 
rushed for 3 yards on 4th and 
2 with a fake punt for the 
first, first-down of the ball 
game. Mark Storey broke 
through to sack Darren Smith 
on third down to stop their 
drive. 

The Rebels were once 
again held to three plays and 
a punt, which gave Kinston 
the bail on their own 20- 
yard line. From this point, 
the Bulldogs mounted a well- 
mixed 10-play drive to the 
Rebels’ 13-yard line. Darren 
Smith rolled out to his left on 
third and 9 and fired the ball 
toward the end zone. Eddie 
Arnold stepped in front of 
the intended receiver, made 
the interception, and raced 
99 yards for the first points of 
the game. Greg Davis kept 
the ball around right end on 
the faked extra point attempt 
and barely made it into the 
end zone for the two points, 
and with 9:24 to play before 
the half, Zion Chapel led 8-0. 

Kinston received the 
kickoff, but lost 10 yards on 
the next three plays forcing a 
punting situation. The 
Rebels put the ball back in 
play on the Bulldogs’ 44-yard 
line and Walter Adair rushed 
for 20 yards on the first play. 
Another quick score here 
would make the Bulldogs’ 
chances at a comeback seem 
very slim, so the defense 
rose to the occasion! Mark 
Kelley picked off a Greg 
Davis pass and headed down 
the right sideline. Eighty- 
five yards later, Keiley 
crossed the goal line with 
Kinston's first points of the 
season. Darren Smith rolled 
to the left and passed to 
Larry Hataway at the goal 
line and he powered in for 
the two points tying the score 
at 8-8, with only 5:37 re- 
maining in the first half. 

The Zion Chapel team 
took the ball and put it in 
play from their own 31-yard 
line. Walter Adair rushed 
for two yards on the first

play, then got caught in the 
backfield by Michael Bowers 
for a big 9-yard loss. Adair 
also sustained a knee injury 
on this play, and didn’t 
return to the game. Davis 
dropped to pass on the next 
play and was rushed ex- 
tremely hard. He evaded the 
rushers, but was called for 
intentionally grounding the 
ball on his one-yard line. 
This put the Rebels in a 
fourth and 40 situation from 
their own I-yard line. Eddie 
Arnold booted a 17-yard 
punt with no return. 

The short kick gave the 
Bulldogs excellent _ field 
position on the Rebels’ 18- 
yard line and Kinston wasted 
no time taking advantage of 
it. Mark Kelley carried the 
ball 18 yards on a sweep to 
the left side making the score 
Kinston 14 - Zion Chapel 8, 
with 3:43 remaining in the 
half. The snap was fumbled 
on the p.a.t, attempt and Tim 
Free was caught short of the 
goal line. Neither team 
recorded another first down 
in the half. 

.Zion Chapel opened the 
second half with a fumbie on 
their first snap when Ronny 
Green lost control of the ball 
after a nice five-yard run 
Mark Kelley feli on the ball 
for the Bulldogs on the 
Rebels’ 34-yard line. Four 
plays later, Kelley returned 
the ball to the Rebels as 
Craig Flowers fell on the 
loose pigskin. Zion Chapel 
again ran 3 plays and punted 
to the Bulldogs; but the 
Kinston team didn’t take 
advantage of this. On their 
second play, Darren Smith 
completed a pass to Shane 
Smith for nine yards, but he 
fumbled and Craig Flowers 
again fell on the ball. 

Greg Davis completed 
two passes which led to the 
second Rebei first down of 
the evening. However, on 
the very next play, Zion 
Chapel gave up the ball 
again! This time Ronny 
Anderson covered the free 
ball, giving Kinston a first 
and 10 on their own 41-yard 
line. The first play was a 
beautiful 13-yard run by 
Kelley to the Rebs’ 46-yard 
line; and then came a pass 
from Darren Smith to Tim 
Free who had gotten behind 
the defense on a fly pattern. 
Free hauled in the ball and 
carried it on in, completing 
the 46-yard touchdown play. 
Free then kicked the extra 
point making the score 
Kinston 21 - Zion Chapel 8, 
with 4:10 to play in the 3rd 
quarter. 

Zion Chapel took the 
kickoff and promptly drove 
70 yards in only 8 plays with 
the final 44 yards coming on 
a deep post pattern thrown 
by Davis and caught by 
Kevin Flowers. Tim Brown 
added the p.a.t. cutting the 
Kinston lead to 21-15 with 
1:00 remaining in the third 
quarter. 

Not to be outdone by 
the Rebels, Kinston came 
right back with an 11-play 
drive of their own. This 
possession lasted from their 
own 14-yard line to the 
Rebels’ 16 where Darren 
Smith was intercepted for the

Arnold was forced to punt 
which gave Kinston the ball 
on their own 47-yard line, 
with 5:01 to play in the ball 
game. 


From the point, Kelley 
carried 5S times for 27 yards, 
Hataway - 2 for 26 and Smith 
I time for 2 yards. This left 
the ball on the Rebels’ 3-yard 
line after three big first 
downs. The Bulldogs stayed 
in their huddle as they 
watched the last 23 seconds 
tick off the clock, ending the 
game with the _ score- 
Kinston 21 - Zion Chapel 15.
